The American public nev­ 
er read so much with so little benefit 
as at the present time. 
Novels, which 
form the chief part of modern literature,

they are the inception of American fic­ 
tion. 
Franklin wa* the first American 
to mention such literature and. his peru­ 
sal of the “Arabian Nights.” seems to 
have given him great pleasure. This was a 
new book In his young days and Is one of 
the few that has survived.

of

T ransportation com pany, was brought 
to trial in the crim inal court here to ­ 
day. 
The 
wom an's 
father, 
c. 
W. 
Prince, proprietor of a billiard hall; 
Albert Prince, 
a traveling 
musician 
who has circled th e globe on a con­ 
cert tour, and 
William 
Prince, 
a 
young business man, will be tried la t­ 
er, on a charge 
of 
conspiring 
with 
Mrs. Kennedy to kill her husband. The 
father and Albeit Prince ore out on 
bond, while William Price Is in Jail, 
his relative’s canvass for bail having 
p roved unsuccessful. 
The 
case is one of the most unus­ 
ual in local crim inal history and sen ­ 
sations are promised 
by the 
state. 
Both the Kennedy and Prince families 
have lived In K ansas City for years, 
the Kennedy* being prominent in so­ 
cial and business circles.

that time had paid her some attention, 
In December they
